The Doctrine. of the Legalifis 
ſubverteth Supernatural Religion, and leadeth to deſpair, -for that it con- 
foundeth the Law and the Goſpel, Moſes and Chrift, and makes Eternal 
Salvation to be of Debt, and not of Grace. ' Jude 3.' It mas needful for me 
to write unto you, and exhort you, that ye ſhould earneſtly contend for the 
Faith which was once delivered unto the Saints. 
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
